Mr. John 
Autlin Sleveus, one of 


Newporl's mbM prominent cltizcntand 
In tils younger days a power in umlonal 
aud Ihternallonal afl'air*, died at hti 
home on Rhrxio Island avenue on 
Ttiurtday afier a long Illness from dl- 
f«ate» Incident to old age, Hewasiu 
his eighty-fourlu year aud had beeu la 
falling health for » hug lime. 


Mr. Slevcns was a man of brilliant 


intellect, of splendid education, and 
wat thoiougiily versed in tbe all'ain or 
the world. For many years he wai an 
Imposing (inure m New York ant) 
elsewhere, being possear-ed of great ac- 
tivity auil with a mind Iroined to meet 
the exigencies of Ihe moment as they 
arose. During Die Civil War .he Va» 
0116 of Ihe foremost of New. York's citi- 
zens in promoting the welfare of (her 
Union, beaihig fur mu:e than hit share 
of the burdens of lint troubled time. 


He occupied a hl£h position lu finan-

It may be Imagined what angry scenes 
would take place In that mill, as the 
whole of the paper made was regarded 
is being quite useless. __ The proprie- 
tor - of' the. mill desired1 ,to, iw'rlte a 
note shortly afterward, and ho'took a 
piece of waste paper, thinking It was 
good enough for the purpose. To his 
Intense annoyance the Ink spread nil 
over the paper. All of a sudden there 
dashed over his mind the thought that 
this paper would do Instead 'of sand 
for drying Ink, Jiiud ho at once adver- 
tised his waste paper as "blotting." 


The reason the paper Is of use In 


drying. Ink Is that really it Is a mass 
of halrlike tubes which suck up liquid 
by capillary attraction. 
If a.very fine 


glass lube Is put Into water the liquid 
will.rise in It owing to capillary at- 
traction. The art of manufacturing 
blotting paper 1ms been earricd'.to sucb 
a degree that the product has wonder- 
ful absorbent qualities. 


The original blotting'paper was of a 


pink color; due to 'the fact 'that ret 
rags1 were used, rags which could not 
be used for-making the ordinary pa- 
per, as the color'could not be remov- 
ed. Hero -was"a method for using the 
apparently useless, matter, and BO for 
a long time pink was tbe predominant
